Most of the potato growers of Pennsylvania grow their own 
I and those who buy new seed each year usually do so in the 


fall. Jor these reasons the storage problem is very 
important. 


€ood seed potatoes are often very much weakened in their vi- 
inttty by storing them uiider improper conditions. These condi- 
tions arc temperature, moisture and ventilation, say specalists at 
the Pennsylvania State College school of agriculture. 


Experiments show that potatoes keep best when stored at a 


temperature ranging between 0 and 40 degress Fahrenheit. The 
Mieture present in the air should be sufficient to 
prevent 


Wtitinf, bat not such as to allow condensation on the 
tubers. 


Ithe ventilation should be sufficient to alJo wa frequent change 
*f the air throughout the pile. 


These conditions may be met in "pits" dug in the ground, in 


%tas boiK in cellars, or in especally constructed storage houses: 
In no ease should the potatoes be plied to a depth of over three 
feet for the reason that deep piles prevent proper ventilation. 
' 
If pita are used it is important that they be protected from 


freetiruj and that they be provided with a stack of ventilation. 
Tfce«taek should extend as far down as the center of the pile. 
Jf ceflan are used the potatoes keep best when placed in racks 
fcr amnM bins with ventilation between 'them. Cellars equipped 
IWith fomaces are not usually favorable for storage of potatoes 
••'••• the storage part is well isolated from the furnace room. 
.The temperatures are usually too high and the air toft dry. Win- 
slows allow ventilation if regulated according to outside condi- 
tions. 


Careful attention to these details will prevent much of the 


loss from rot and bring the tubers through the winter in good 
•onditioo for seed purposes.
